«* ſtrong corporeal exertions in the purtuit of 
country amuſements, in December 178), 
* was ſeized with Diabetes; but the cauſe of 
the great degree of emaciation, was not diſ- 
covered until March 20. 1788; at which 
* time, his urine was found to be ſweet, fer- 
« mentable with yeaſt; and two pounds on 
* evaporation, yielded about five or fix ounces 
« of ſweet black extract, exactly reſembling 
that preparation of molaſſes made by con-

« Variety of medicines, the uſual conſe-

Pecoction of bark, with vitriolic acid, and 
Lalum, with aſtringents and aromatics, with 
* chalybeates, with ſaccharum ſaturni, and 
opium; and with cantharides, together with 
« cold bathing in ſalt water, were the principal 
© means uſed, and at firſt had a very good 


effect; but ſoon afterwards, every medicine 


„ diſagreed with the ſtomach, and the patient 
gradually ſunk, and died on the 18th of June.

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« For ſome. time before his death, flight 
 * hectic ſymptoms ſupervened: his thirſt be- 
« came intolerable ; his mouth and fauces very 
« clammy ; his tongue deeply chapped ; his 
« ſkin dry and ſcaly ; and his appetite, which 
at firſt was tolerable, gradually diminiſhed, 
* and laterly was changed into an averſion, 
« even of a fight of food. His only ſupport, 
therefore, in this ſtage of the diſeaſe, was 
« derived from a plentiful ſupply of nutritious 
« liquids. About this time, when he voided 
« urine, he uſually applied his hands to the 
« hypochondria, and expreſſed a ſenſation of
